lalive Assembly : 

In incelini» you at tho beginning of 
nnothor Session of iho Legislature of tho 
I'rovince, 1 liave much pieaauro in coii- 
gratulafiiig yen upon tho general pri;3- 
perity of tlio country, and upon tho 
hopefulness with which tho future is 
viewed by ail classes uf the community. 

Construction of tho C.tnadian Pacific 
Itailwiiy within 0<o I'rorineo has been 
energetically carried on, and in conse- 
qiienco triido has been stiniuluted, and 
extensive settlonient within tlio various 
districts on tho Mainland has taken pl.ice. 
It will be satisfactory to yeu to learn that 
it is opnfidontly; anticipated that the oom- 
r plated road will span the continent in a 
cotitinuuus line, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, bofdro tlie close of the prosont 
year. 

Tho survey of tho location of tho Island 
Railway liaa boon completed. A contract 
for tho construction of ono section of the 
road hsia been lot, and tho work of clear- 
ing the right of way and grading lias 
made Hiitisfiictory [irogreaa. 'J'lio opening 
of tho lands, and thu construction of the 
railway, havo caused settlonient on tho 
Island to projocd witii unprecedentod 
activity. 

Tho important work of completing the 
constructiuii of the Eaquimalt Graving 
Dock having been undertaken by tho 
Dominion (Jovoriimont, a now contract 
has been made with a responaiblo linn, 
and it ia expected that work will now bo 
vigorously, proceeded with, and that it 
will bo completed within reasonable time. 
It has become apparent that the dock has 
been projected on a so'ale unequal to tho 
requiremonta of Ilor Majesty'.^ first class 
ironclads of tho prosont day, and I hiivo 
thought it requisite to connnunicttte witli 
♦'le Governmoiit at Ottawa with a view of 
inducing tb.'\t goTornmant to enlarge the 
dock to the capacity of taking in the 
largest ships which ni.ay possibly repair to 
these waters, provided it can be done 
witliout delaying the work. 

INly attention having boon called to tho 
vague and undeliiied character of the 
eastern boundary of the province, and 
the necessity, mora particularly in the 
vicinity of tho lino of railway nhero 
thousands of nioif had come into our 
country, of determining tho limits of the 
jurisdiction uf the provincial authorities 
in that direction, I deemed it expedient 
to authorixo tho Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works of tho Province to pro- 
oood to Ottawa to confer with the Domin- 
ion Government, with a view of having 
tho boundary defined in such a inannor 
that our law.s miglit .he properly enforced 
and roveiiues ctdlocled. I'criding the 
dotorminalioii of tho question by tho 
imperial authorities, to whom it was 
agreed to refer tha matter, a temporary 
provisional boundary was fi.tod upon by 
agroomont, and confirmed by an .\ct 
passed by the Parliament of Canada at its 
Iiist HOMsion. Thn- Chief Caniiniaaioiier 
was also instructed by mo to urgo upon 
tho Dominion Govornment the nbaoluto 
iiecoaaily of oithor recognizing tho right 
of the province to logisiate, with a view 
of checking the increase of Ohineaei in our 
niid^t, or, failing that, to induce the 
Dominion Government to substitute 
ellectivu Federal legislation calculated to 
remedy tho evil complained of. 

T.io niuatisfaclory condition of the 
admiiiiatration of Indian affairs in the 
Province and 'other important matters 
were o^truated to the Chief Comniisaioiier 
to discuss with ll>o Federal Govornment 



at Ottawa; and, as one re->ulr, » tstipfmdi- 
ary Magistrate has been appointed to 
MotlakaTula by tho Provincial (Jovern- 
moiit, whoso salary and expenses are to 
be p.iid by tho Dominion, All the papers 
connected with the raibaion will bo laid 
before you. 

Instead of sustaining the action of tho 
Provincial GoTernment and Legislature 
and that of' the m8mbers..of British Col 
umbia in the Federal Parliament on tho 
subject of th.i probil)itlon of Clu'ii'se im- 
migration, the Dominion tioverninoiit 
appointed a c^uniniu^ion, composed of the 
Hon. Mr. Chiipluau, rieoreltiry of State 
for the Dominion, and Iho Hon. Mr. 
Justice Gray, of this Province, to enquire 
into and report upon the Chi:n::io ques- 
tion. Tho enquiry did not scom to be ao 
thorough us, if undertaken at >dl, the im- 
portance of tho aubjent fairly dpmandcd 
that it should havo been. H is to bo 
hoped, however, that hurried an 1 imper- 
fect liB the c Hpiiry i;i thin pruvmr.^ was, 
Bolheient information han been ■ l.t:;iiied 
hy the commisaionora to induce tlit ni to 
rei)ort to tha Federal Govern'Meu; uiio 
uri;ent need of rctrii'iive Ic^, H'".iiuii 
being undertaken during tho on.ieuig 
session of tlie Domiijimi Parli- 'wiit It 
will bo for yuu to cou.-tic'er wb-ih-r, in 
view of tho OhineRC I lunngra: i: u .\et 
passed last sessiiin having been ^ ;o;llowni 
by tho Dominion Governmnnt, ii advis , 
able to repeat legislation on the fiibj^-at 
during the present ae.-'.-iiou. 

KolUiwing the ollicia' .innri;,,, inent 
that Port Moody, tli.i lir.-tt tidal water 
reached by tha Canadian ra>.ilio Kailway 
at its we.-.turn end, liad been adopted ,is 
the terminus of tho road, ao far aa the 
Governmoiit was conct>rnod, a demand 
wa! m.ide on behalf of the Province fur 
the Innd went of that p . lot, which liid 
been conditioi.aUy Cuiivi.jeii to L';,r...i'i by 
Statute in IS.SO, iiiuier tii'.- pniv!..-!,.;!:. .,! 
tho Tonna of Union. Tno i laii!. f 'bo 
province having been conceded, ilie agri- 
cultural piu'tioii 01 the tract of !;i:i.], o! 
which poasoH.iion had boon reaunioil, uns 
0[iuneil to aah; and settlenjont, .and .i 
great numbei uf tauiiiies fi.ynii at .■n,;e 
eligible homca in th.-.l fL-rtilc porti.m •■■f 
Kuw Westminster DiatncI lying between 
the north arm of Fnisor river Miid ttio 
boundary lino. Under application of the 
Canadian Pacific Kaiiway Syudicalo, 
iitfgoliationB were undnrtaken with a view 
of arranging the e.\tenaion of the raii^i'ay 
from Port Mo(>dy to Coal Harb,;!' .lud 
Engliah l>ay. The general inao.iuev uf 
tho railway oomjiany visited iho I'rovinoo 
uarly in the summer, with the nhjoci '.^f 
locating tho terminus, and after having 
per8on.\lly inspected the wholo of Burrard 
Inlet and English Bay and tlio lands cd- 
jacent thereto, ho e-Xpreaaed a wi.-h to 
extend tho railway line seaward.-) to Coni 
Harbor and English Bay, on croditi-jn of 
a grant of land being made to thu com 
pany for a tormiutis site. Delieviug it to 
be in the interest of the^country that tho 
additional s'oction of railway should bii 
built, and recognizing the fact that th.i 
public lands reiUHlning in the hands of 
tho government would bo immeoHcly en- 
hanced in value, and that large rovenne^i 
could bo derived therefrom, an agreement 
was oiitei'od into with the syndicate t,; 
grant, upon special ennditions, an aroa of 
laiivl at Coal ILaihorimd Kc;;!'"!) '<\y fci 
terminal purposes, and in aiii of tlie con- 
struction of tho road, whi- ii will be aub 
inittod for your approval. Tho papur<> 
relating to this subjoet will be laid befor.; 
you. 

I have niadn strung repr. scntaiii.ns to 
the 1,'oininion Govcnimenli upon loe r-uVi- 
jeel of the roctificaiion of tlii^ .\lafiUan 
boundary of British Colombi!! The 
question is one of groat importance. The 
rights and interests of the I'rovince and 
tho Dominion are alike seriously involved. 

I have reason to believe ttuU ibe Do- 
minion Government will now :.al:i- tho 
necessary steps to sfCiiie to ihe i'roviiiru 
tho valuable strip of country. uii!''rai.'irig 
an area of millions of acre.i, ai"-u;i tli^; 
north -woat coast of British Columbia, to 
which this country Is, under tho treaty •■f 
1825, clearly entitled, but which ia nevei 
thelesa claimed by tho United tstates t;i 
America. IVnorn upon the subject will 
bo submitted to you. 

Immigration into tho Province has 
oontiuued during tho past year, »iid in 
oonsequence our population has buon in- 
creased by many thousands. Tho agri- 
cultural districts on both Muinl.tnd uud 
Island have especially received large 
udditioii.s to the number of soltlors 
located i-n. t_honi. 

A hand book of the Psovinco, )ire[)ared 
by tho Provincial ( ioverninerii., li.is beoii 
translated at Ottaw.i into the pttiicipal 
European languages, n large edition of 
which has been printed, under authority 
of the Dominion (juverniiii'nl , and i-in.u- 
lated in tho several J'^ji-'peau h'.uen, 
through the agency of Dominion imuii- 
gratiun officers slatior.ed abroad. 

I regret that tho Federal fiovoinmont 
has not. yet recognized tho juMtice of the 
claim of this province to compensation 
for noil participation in tho privilpge.a en- 
joyed by the other provineoa of i!ie Do- 
minion under the Waaiiini^tou Treaty. I 
havo made renewed applioatiou for !> 
share .of tho.HaWfa.^ fishery award, and in 
view of the oxpectod termination of the 
Washington Treaty, nolicc. of w!ii(-!i h"..; 
boon given, I have, re.pit.-snvi iln.i I'of.v.'-u 
any now international ai'rangement shall 
bo concluded, aO'ecting the trade "t this 
province, the govornment here may be 
consulted in such a manner as luny b-j 
necessary to insure that the interests of 
British Columbia shall not be ovoflooked. 

So far KB is shown by rotiirtif-. which 
hiivu been received frnin tlie vari'-HH di.'. 
triota whoro mining ia carried on, '.here 
has boon a aatisfiictoty inorea.ic hi thi- 
I'old product of the province for the yc.ai 

It is gratifying to know that the Cana- 
dian Pacific Itaii way, running, as it duos, 
through an undoubtedly rich mineral 
country in K(iotonay Distrioi, between 
the llocky Mountains and Eag't; ri-,.'is, 
will probably open up uxtons-.v.- iniiiiu:: 
fiehls and give profitable enii>loynR-nt lu a 
largo population. The many vicli vciiip 
of iro already discovered, and win. K li ivc 
been located by various mining eoinpanies 
on tho west shore of Kootenay I^ake, give 
fair promise of becoming otoduetivo in 
tho near future, and it is prcbatdi- that 
such a population will be attracted to tliat 
part of tho province m will c.niliibiiLe 
very materially to the wealth i.-f the 
country and to tho dcvelopmunt of trade 
with other ijortions of British CnKiinbia. 

I havo caused an oxploratioii of t^Uieeii 



Charlotta Islands to bo made, a roport uf 
'vhich will bo Bubmitted for your in- 
forinatioa. 

The coal minen of the country havo 
been aotivaly worked, and exports havo 
been largely in cxpeas of those of any 
former year. 

Tho lumber trade has been satiafae- 
tory, tho home demand having great- 
ly iiicreaacd, whilo the shipments to 
foreign markota ahpw no diminution. 

In acourdauce with thad^siro o.^prosaed 
by you at your last seMio]ii''^that ovury 
constitutional means should bo adopted 
to uphold tho Bxoluaivo right of tho pfov- 
iiice to legislate in respect to tho liquor 
traffic, I caused your views to bo ropre- 
sonted by counaul before thu Supreme 
Court of Canada, upon the argument be- 
fore that tribunal as to the validity of 
tho Dominion liquor license acts. Tho 
decision has not yet boon rendered, but 
may bo oxpoctud at an early date. 

I deeply regret tlmt for aoino time i),i3t, 
lliere hu.^ exi=4tod nt Metlakatlali, dia- 
qiii;itudu nnioiigil tho Indiana. With 
the vicnv of eiidoavorliig to a.'^cnrtaiii the 
cauiscs uf discontent, luppointud towards 
tho close of lost year a commission of en- 
quiry. 

The cninmissioners have mado their 
report, wbicli, togelliur with the evidence 
adduoed, will bo laid before you. I in- 
vito your oarrioat attention to these docu- 
inontH, booauae thenubject is one serious- 
ly nlfecting peace and order upon thu 
north -wtist coast, and the responaibilition 
which tho Dominion government assumed 
under tlio terms of union. 

In oonfermity with your wishca, a land 
rei;U"try ofiicc lias boon eatiibliahed at 
New Wustniinster, and proves a groat 
conveiiienco to the fioople of that district. 

I invite your consideratiun as to tho re- 
pealing of the jurors' act, so far as. relates 
to the selecting of jurors at places othor 
than the cities of Victoria, Now West 
irdnster, and Nauaimo, as tlie working 
out of the system liM boon found ineuu- 
voninent in outlying districts, owing to 
the scattered nature of the population. 

It will also be iioceasary to uller 
Bomo of the dutoannd pinoes of court? of 
assize, by roa.ion of railway cnnBtructton 
ha\'iug ad'iualod mort^ rapid means of 
tr;iiisit, and becuuso population iipuii tho 
mainland has, ii) some instancea, found 
now centros. 

.\ bill relatiirg to tho pr.-»ctico and pro- 
cedure o; county courts will bo submitted 
to you, ill) object boing thu embracing in 
one stntuto of a eodo of procodurc at 
length. 

The cireftion of a new gaol in tho city 
of Victoria dcmanda your attention. 

A measure will be submitted for your 
consideration for the regulation of the 
ostatos of deceased persons, and to oqual- 
i/e tho dutiou thoreoii. 

Extouaivo public works have been 
oxeeuted in tho various iliutrictH of the 
province diirii;^ tho year. 

The addition and improvemonta to the 
asylum for th» insane at New VVeat- 
minstor, havo boen coniplotod, and that 
institution, now under tho managomont 
of a resident physician, m much mora 
calculated to accomplish the id>jecl for 
fthicli It Villi estiibliolied — tlie care and 
cure of those of our follow creatures who 
»ro atliictcd with disorders of tho mind. 

You will bo pllaaed to learu that tho 
provincial revenue has boen in exicesB of 
the outimate, and shows a gratifying in- 
croaan aa compared with that of any 
previous year. 

Tho public accounts will be laid before 
you, and oitimaten for the next fiscal yoar 
will be aubaiitted for your approval. 

I leave you now to deli borate upon tho 
several mcasurea which wilt bo brought 
beforo you, with coafidonco that you will 
endeavor to preineto such legialntioii aa 
will refliilt In tho advaiicojucnt and pros- 
perity of tho province. I pray that 
ProvidoncB will direct your efforts to a 
eucccasful issue.

TEE SPEECH, 

Tho govonor'8 speech, road yesterday, 
diffdrs from many which Iiiivo preceded it, 
in that it ia lengthj and mitors with tiioro 
niinutnnu33 into oxptmiations uf matters 
which tho govern uiL'iit had in hand dur- 
ing the recess. Without wiahiiii: to cnst 
reflections oa previoua apouchL's, wo ui^y 
venture to remark thub thu documoiit now 
uuder discussion is far nnd away the 
fullest and most comprehonBivo of tho 
kind thiit h;vs yot boon jilncoJ buforo a 
Uritiah C<ihimbiii Iciiishiturtj. Aft.Dr 
sovcral ufforts a ijoveri.inent hna bumi 
formed which do iu)t Hhirk duty, who ure 
bold and agyreasivo where tho riylita of 
the province are invaded, yet who discuss 
every (question w ith a proper regard for 
facta and with conBldoration ■ for tho 
decencies of life mul the fucliii^jsof thoao 
■with wlioui they nro bi iiuj;lit iiUii collinioii. 
Take tho Doininiun Li<nior Act, fur ox- 
amplo: Obsorvo tho calm yet linn atti- 
tude of the govoiinnont; imd mark tho 
result! A coinploto overthrow of the pre- 
tensions of the Dominion aud the ro- 
hnbilitation of the province. In tho 
speech ruforenco is inado to tli« early 
coinplotion uf tlie Uiiiiaiiiaii racitic rail- 
way, tho actuil Cdimnuiicuiiiout of work 
oil tho Islaiul railway, aiul tho rapid aot- 
tlemont of llio imbhc lauda along tho 
lines of those thorou;{hfrres. No fact 
inoro forcibly indicates the industry and 
vigilance of the government than tho 
statement that they have drawn tho nt- 
tuntioii of the Uiiniiiiii;!! ^"ivertHnont to 
tho necessity of oidurf^iii^' tlio dry doek if 
that can bo diino witliuut delaying the 
work. That it can bo eti'octod wilhdiit 
entailing a day's delay ia a fact patent to 
everyone; and that it will be eiilargod so 
as to admit the liirgest ship now afloat, 
wo contideiitly buliovo. Tho eaatorii and 
wcHtoni boiiiidariua of the pnivinco, still 
ill doubt, are referred to, and tho stops 
taken for a speedy sottloniunt uf tho linos 
will undoubtedly moot with tho appmval 
of tho liDuao. Tlio unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of Indian aiiairs baa bocii brought to 
tho notice of tlio Ottawa governnioiit; tlio 
result not boiut; of an altugether satisfao- 
iui-y eharactor. 'i'lio "hur.'-iyd and iin - 
perfect inquiry" of tho Chinese commis- 
sion ia referred to in lauguago which ia 
just saved from being condemnatory. Any 
ono who ha.s watched tho ollbrts of tho 
govorniiioiit to restrict Chinese immigra- 
tion will readily excuse tho feoliiiuof vex- 
ation that will iiiiiko itself iiianifeat. Tho 
country askod for and had a right to ex- 
pect that the fullest investigation would 
be accorded. Is may be that the report 
of tho commission will meet with tho aj)- 
proval uf this province by iickiioivledgiiif,' 
tho ovil and suf^'yossin;; a reined j'; but the 
"hurried" action uf the cniniissioii would 
soem to indicate any but a pleasant so- 
lution. A clear and eonciso atatemont of 
tho reasons that led the government to 
erant lands to ths Canadian Pacific railway 
couneuting their line to Coal Harhoria given. 
the extonsion of that line will bring a large 
tract ol goverumeut laud into the market 
at prices that will ultimately atl'ord snfiiciciit 
rerenuo to discbiirgi! the ciitirt' di-bt of tin- 
province and plac(^ within the onutrol uf 
tho govtrniiient for publie ini| HDVcuuiits 
the large huius that now go tu luict iiiteitHl 
and sinking fund, in ii..! that a <lainty 
di^h to sot Ijffovi- llii' laxiiayiTsV IMDi-cnvcr. 
tho teriiiiniiM is brought 'J'J iiiib's mtaier 
Yictoriu tliaii if it hail leiiiaiiioil at I'ort 
Moody; and uo islander will liuJ fault with 
that. The rapid filling up of tho c<mnlry

Mont liave iislcod to be ecmsidted before any 
now arrangeiuelits may be ujadc Wu havii 
braohetod live words that iivr proljably a 
typographical omission. Several important 
publio matters aro foroshailuwed — amongst 
others a now gaol in the city of Vieloria— 
aud the wolcotno auuniuicemeiit is made 
that tho revenue is in exeessof the ustiuuitc, 
Taken altogether, the spcceli lunst bo re- 
garded as a jKiwcrfnl cxposiliou of llie 
policy of the gciveriiineni luid a harbinger 
of tbo belter anil liiighler days in storo for 
tli« people of Ibis vignruils ilid prosperous 
provinee. 



TUJi LA TE JAMKS BETUUNE, (). ( : 

Was tho son of Angus llethiino, pi)lieo 
magistrate for the town of Cornwall. Ih' 
was burn in the cminly of 1 1 loni,'arry, on 
tho 7th of .July, i.S lO; tluiH he wiis only 
in his forty lifth year at the tune of his 
death and in tliu full vi;,'or of niaiilioi)d. 
Ho was educated first at (-Jooon's OolleLji-, 
Kingston, afterwards at University Col 
logo, Toronto, at which latter ho grad - 
uated as L. h. li. in LSdl. In this year 
ho married Kliziliuth , daughter of the 
late Dr. Charles Rattray, of •Oonnvall, by 
whom ho leaves four children, and in the 
Easter tonii of ISli'J lio was oalied to thu 
bar for tho province uf Ontario. lie lin- 
inedtately started the practice of his pro- 
fession in Cornwall, whore he roraainod 
until 1870. During the last 6ve years of 
tins time he waa ooiiiily crown attorney for 
tlio united counties of Storniont, Duiidas 
and Glengarry, a positi^m which he re- 
signed to join tho firm of IMako, Kerr it 
Bothuno, Toronto. Afterwards he formed 
the firm of Bethune & Hoy lea, and on 
tho elevation of the late Thomas Mesa to 
the bench ho heeaine tho head (jf the ox- 
touaivo linn of lietluine, (Jsler it iMoss. 
About two years ag(j this firm was dia- 
solvod, and he then formed a puitnorsliip 
with Mr. Marsh, a foriner partner of 
iSir John A. Alacdonald. In J871 iMr. 
Bethune unsuccessfully contested the 
county of Stormont fkir the local legisla - 
ture with Mr. Cohiuhoiin, (he fornior 
meinbor, who waa elected by a majority 
of five. Blr. I'.ethuiie contested tho elec- 
tion in thu courts under the new election 
law, and succeoded in unseating Mr. 
Colquhoun. This was the first olection 
trial before a judge iiiuler tho new Elec- 
tion Trials Act, and was the bogiiining of 
tho romarkablo auccess which i\Ir. lieth- 
uno achieved in various election trials 
afterwards held throughout Ontario. In 
the new election ordered, which waa bold 
in January, 1872, Mr. Bothuno waa re- 
turuttd, and was ro olected at tho follov/^- 
ilig general election in 1.S75. At the last 
general election in 1H82, for the Dominion, 
he was prevailed upon, much again.st his 
own inclination, to contest the county of 
Stormont, including Oornwall, against 
Dr. Bergin, but was uusuccessful. In 
politics he vvai in geiienil accord with tho 
liberal party, but while in parliament ho 
showod that he waa too indopendent to 
give tho government a slavish support, 
and always expressed his convictions in a 
plear and forcible nmnner. Had he been 



spared until tho liberals came into ollice 
in the Dominion parliament ho would 
undoubtedly have had a choice of a seat 
in the cabinet, fur which ho was emi- 
nently qualifitd. The true liberal and 
broad spirit which ho at all times dis- 
played would have been of great .issisi- 
ance to ids party. At the b ir. by hard 
work and great natural talents, he i ;i[)idly 
rose until he stood in llie front rank 
among tho able professional men of his 
native province, and he had few |ioerE in 
tlio Dominion. In the pruFessioii he was 
a general favorite, and many of liiii 
brethren to-day throughout the conn try 
will call to luiud tho kind words of ad- 
vico and assistance given them while they 
wero mere stiidenla or young barristers 
struggling for a reuiiinerative practice. 
This advice and assiotanco wero invariably 
given to those seeking it in a kind ami 
fatherly manner. Tlioro ia no doulii iliiu 
had his life been prolonged, in n few 
years he would have graced one ef llie 
highest positions in the judiciary el' his 
naiivu count ry. Ho was cuinisid on either 
side for the uuist iiiiiiortant ea.'ie.s whii'li 
have been recently carried to tlie privy 
council, Olio of wliieli was tho celebraleil 
case of CaldwoU vs. fllcLaron, which he 
successfully conducted thiough its lariouu 
stages, and tho Thrasher case. Thi.s case 
was connected with the atreama rights 
bill and provincial rights. The last celi;- 
brated case he coiuliu-led was acting fi.r 
Llio Uoiiiinion edveninuMit bolero the 
suproino court at Ottawa on the iiue.stion 
subniittod to thoin as to I he jurisdiction 
of the license system, whether it was in 
tho Dominion parliament or the hieal 
legialation. Tho country by his death 
_loses Olio of her best and ablest sons. He 
waa a true friend, a dutiful .sun, a f.iith- 
ful father. In every nay he "wore the 
white flower of a blameless life," remark- 
ably hospitablo, geiiuinoly kind, very 
uiiasBuniing und thoroughly guntleinanly 
in all his instincts. During bis too short 
lifetime he was universally beloved and 
respected, and leaves behind an uiici>in- 
iiiotdy wide circle of sorrowing Ineiids. 
We tender his family and iiuiiieiliat e 
rebilivea our dee|)ost synipailiy in their 
sad bereaeoiiient, and trust that streiiglh 
may be given thorn to bear tho heavy trial 
with which for thoiu the old year has 
ended. 

THE niUTlsn NAVY. 

Lord Northbrook has bi^eii driven into 
projecti ng a large naval oxpeiiditiire by i ho 
vigorous attacks of iho I'all Mall (l.i/.ello 
upon the present cciiulition of the navy. 
Lord Northbrook pro])iiseH to spend, 
to, 525, 000 on the navy over and above 
tho expenditure conteinplaled a few 
months ago. The I'all iMall (ia/.etto in- 
stituted a comparison between tho Eii<;liah 
and French navies. It pointed out their 
relative strength according to a system of 
olasailicatioii winch it gave. Ler<i Nmlh- 
brook went into adiaciission i.if llie wlude 
subject. His s[)eecli ia very full, and it 
would seem to be very satisfactory. Ho 
says that it is true the French aro build- 
ing more war ahii)S than usual, but that it 
is because they discontinued only recently 
bu ildiiig ■Wooden ships platnd with iron, a 
kind of sliip the construction of which 
was nbaiidoiiod by Knglaiid many vears 
befuro. (Jf modern built siiipa tit for 
fighting the English have ;!0 of L'L(),-i;iU 
tuns burden, and llio French 19 of 122,- 
828 tons. Of obsolete ships the English 
havo 1<) of 11,5, .520 tons, and tho French 
12 of 50, ()(■>(> tons, and tlui.^e facia Lord 
Northbrook atatea on thu aiilhoi ily ul the 
Lortla <if the .-\(liiiiraUy. Leiil .North- 
brcjok declared that the Kiiglish have 
been spending more money in streiigthon- 
ingtlic navy under the present goveriiinciil 
then was spent under its predecessor.

vince, tlii^ prosucution of that survey. 

Slimild tho government decide to adopt 
tho second course, it will be e.\podieut 
that the survey should be conducted with 
tlio presence of one of Her Majesty's 
v-seN ef u-„r at Meflakahtla, and that 
thu oHicer in conitnaiid aliould havo speci- 
fic instructions to land an armed force in 
tho event of the aurvey being obstructed, 
so that it may be accomplished, and life 
and property protected. 

The conimissioners consider it highly 
expedient that tho management nf Indian 
allaira tiheiild be transferred to tho Brit- 
ish (Jolunibiii goveniineiit and concludo: 
While tho presi'iit Indian law oxiata, 
every ellort sheiild be made to Hoo it car- 
ried out. The Slotlakalilla Indians should 
not be allowed to defy tho authority of 
the Indian Act, or reject the supervision 
of an Indian agout. It is remarkable that 
this baa been allowed upon tho coast of 
the nnrthwest, when in thu interior of tho 
province and elsewhere on tho seaboard 
litth^ dillieiilty has been oxporioiiced with 
the Indians. The ovidoiico disclosed upon 
the oiiipiiry leads the conimissiouers to 
believe the Mctlakahtia Indiana were ad- 
vised to reject tho Indian Act and the In- 
dian agent.

The report proceetis that the idea uf the 
existence of an Indian title and of its noii- 
oxlinguishment in British Oolunibia origi- 
nated in remarks made by Lord Dufforiii 
when, as govornor-geneNl, he visited 
Hritish Columbia in 187S, to disuuss the 
claims of British Columbia against the 
Dominion, Those remarks, which tho 
i:oiiiin issioiiera believe were wholly foreign 
to the iiiissioii of tho governor-goneral, 
have been sedulously IneulcatBd in the 
Indian mind by aomo of the missionaries, 
who a|>pear to havo been ignorant of tho 
eonstil ut MMial law upon the subject. Fo^ 
a long time iMr. Duncan's teaching was 
against an Indian title; but after tho 
severance of his cuniiectioii with the 
church misaionary society, an impetus 
seems to have been given to the question 
of the Indian title. Care is taken to 
slati! that Hishop Ridley's adherents havo 
not been pari ies to any of the dial nrbances 
and IOi\lr. Duncan's influence is ascribed 
the absence uf alcoholic stiniiilanla aiiKiiig 
'.he Indiana. Tlie Indian council at Met- 
lakahllais denounced as illegal and pro- 
ductive of trouble. Tho story of Bishop 
Ridley having been shot at is declared to 
be iiicurrecl. All the recent troubles on 
the tiortliweal coast are traced to the 
Metlakalitla dillicult3'. Two cimraos are 
stated to be open to the British Columbia 
govommeiit. 

1st. To ask tho Dominion to buy out 
the interests of the church miasionnry so- 
ciety, ill their improvements, upon Mis- 
sion l'uinl,and upon tho ro.?crve, with a 
viow of turning the two acres and the im- 
prtivcir.ciits over to tbo Indians, aa part of 
the resorve. If this course be ado|)ted, 
the Indiana should be given plainly to 
undurstaiid it is purely a concession, and 
before it bo resolved upon the govern- 
ment would have to consider whether tho 
Indians generally would not interpret tho 
ceiicesflion as a recognition of tho Indian 
title to lands throughout tho country.

The returning odicer having retired, 
iMr. W. J. Jelfreo was movyu into tho 
chair by tlio mayor, and culled on 

MAYOR CARKY 

to address the meeting first, who said that 
they had not been idle about sewerage and 
had done all that was possible, lie wi,.ild 
ask the clerk to rend several ouinmunica- 
tiuiis from Memphis, Tenn., in reference 
lu the Waring system adopted there, 
wliioli communicationB wont variously into 
tlie explanation of tho system, stating cost 
uf construction, capacity and means 
adopted for cleansing tho sewers. After 
reading the letters, Mr. Carey said that 
that was what had been done for sewerage 
iluring tlic year, and he believed it the 
best .sy.stem extant. Tho popiilaticui of 
Victoria was so small that he thought thoy 
vhould proceed cautiously, and not saddle 
themselves with a large debt. Various 
schemes had been spoken of but ho 
thought tlio;n all too expensive; ho tlnniuht 
the cily would have to bedriined in three 
sections. The city covered 1880 acres. 
Unfcrtunately every bylaw that had been 
made, when bruught into court wmild not 
stand. He did not blame aa others did 
the judges, for tiioy would have to render 
wiiat, they consider a just decision. Ho 
had told them when ho waa there the 
year previous that he considered tha by- 
laws of tho city a bag of lawauits. 
(Hoar, hoar.) If it was posaiblo it would 
bo tho first duty of tho new council to 
recast all the bylaws. Tho speaker said 
that he waa before them for re-election, 
anil if they thought he had dune his duty 
in the jiast he would ask them to return 
him Ui the oflice and he would continue 
to do so. 

MK. JAMBS PELL 

was then called on, and after a drink of 
water, said that ho would not s.iy much 
(Hoar, hear ) He was a candidato to 
lill the pn.sition of mayor and if they 
thought him capable of lilliiig the pusitiun 
he would ask them to rotur.u him. Tho 
mayor was n\ore for the direction of tho 
cuuncil and keeping order at the board. 
Ho considered that such had not been 
done during the past year. The question 
had been nn^oteil about sewerage twelve 
muntlis ago and many thing? hail boon 
[ironiised but nuthiiig done. There was 
iiu 'n'se iiurruwiiig niuney until a dehnito 
plan had been made out, and -if he was 
elected ho would see that no money was 
squandered in that way. There was no 
necesdty fur a system uf sewerage hi>re, 
fur il wuiild cost a milliuii ur two to carry 
it uut. They shuuld elect men who 
would keep the city clean and nut in the 
the tiltliy conditiun that it had boon in 
during the past three months. An in- 
s[)ector uf nuisances should be appointed 
tu ace that nuisances wore immediately 
abated. The press had maligned the 
place so that il had been thuught, abro.-ul 
that the health of the city was in a terri- 
ble condition . The reports had dime a 
serious amount of injury. Ue advi.sed 
those present to select men of common 
sense, and men who had no axes to grind 
hut men who would grind tho people's 
axes, and ho dolled any one that could 
point loan instance where he had ground 
a single axe. Tho ovil way in which the 
taxes were collected he had seen all along, 
and he believed that the system of 
peraiinal tax which waa cuUectod 
should he handed over to ihe city 
by the provincial goverument. The 
water works were nut in a conditiun 
that they ought to be. There had been 
enuugh spent to have made them the most 
eflieiont system in the world. Put men 
in tho council that would not make mis- 
takes. (Laughter.) They would require 
a tiBtter supply uf water. Ho wuuld alsu 
see tlnit the Chinese wash-house nuisance 
waa placed outside the cily. .\ not her 
ijuostiun waa tho gaa and light. 'I'ho gas 
company had been making a good thing 
out of the c>us, and if not more than ten 
per cent, dividend had been made there 
was a acrow loose somowhcro. Their 
charter was now ended, and they should 
bo made pay rent for tho pipos in the 
street. He was in>t ahead of tho limes, 
and he thought tho oloctric light was a 
failure, and was about aa big a humbug 
as thoy had at present. If it could bo 
improved, why not improve it? The s 
should belong to the poo[)lo, and gas and 
water should bo given to tho pe()[>le at 
cost price. Ho asked them to elect him. 

MB E. P. RITUET 
rocoived an enthusiastic reception. He 
said he lacked the ability of Mr. Fell, to 
sauiid his own praises (lo.ughtor), and 
boing, moreover, a now hand at the 



bellows. He would nut" detain them 
long while ho briully aketched the 
principal interests which would claim his 
attention if -he wore chosen mayor. 
The most important question was that 
of drainage :uid he was ghid to hear from 
Mr. Carey that at tho last hour the late 
mayor and euuiieil had taken 8te[;3 to ob- 
tain infonnatmn on that subject. If 
elected he would consider it his duty to 
obtain all possible informutioi) on the 
subject, arrange a scheme and submit it 
to the ratepayers for their approval or re- 
jection. (Hear.) Ho was not committed 
to an S'SOO.DUO acbenie, but ho would 
study tho interests of the rate|i;iyors and 

like the giMitlemou who had preceded 
him — had no axe to grind. .A revision of 
thu realestate asaessmont roll hud been 
required for many years, and if elected 
he would do his best to have taxation 
oquali'^ed. (He.ir.) The electric light was 
inaulhcient. He wished tu bi> slraighl- 
furward v.'ilh the electurs and he would 
assure thorn that ho had no interest in 
either the electric light or gaa eompaniea 
and he would favor tlie best method for 
lighting tho town. The water works be- 
longed to tho people and should be kept 
and improved fur the people and not bart- 
ered away to a pri vate com pauy. (Cheers.) 
He euuld nut view with cumplaeoticy the 
liiiancial stateinont of the city and said 
that there was an item charged to tho 
credit of the rock crusher for repairs; in- 
stead of having been written off as an ex- 
pense it was added on to the value of 
. I umbo. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Carey — Do yuii not know that tho 
rock crusher waa incuiiiplelo when it came 
here? (Order.) 

Mr. Uithet-lf 1 am wrong. Mr. 
Carey has only himself to blame, as tho 
item appears for repairs. The present 
council have also failed to credit the pre- 
vious council with the amount of rock on 
hand when tlicy went out of iitliee, but 
claimed all the ruck as having been pro- ' 
pared by theinsehea. Mr. Carey had 
alsu laid claim to jirepanug a map of tho 
levels of the city, but that also had been 
prepared by a previous council. If elect- 
ed -and he had very little doubt that ho 
wuuld be— ((!heers and erics of "That's 
su'") lie wiuilii see that each warden- 
joyed a f:iir ti.x pu n il it ure uf ihe revenue 
and thai eiu; was nut faviucd over an 
uthor. (Cheers.)

Mr. W. D. iMcKillicai) said that ho had 
pursued u course during the p.iat year that 
had left him isolated, for ho had boon 
fight ing fur the interoste of tho city and 
fur the [purpose of carrying out tho laws. 
Ho waa going tu stand again tkia year, 
aud wuuld still [lur.'iuo an iiidoiiondont 
cour.se, and strive his host to further the 
interests of the cily. He was not In 
favor of tho apeiiding of money in streets 
whore not needed. He had fought for iho 
intoresta of tho ward ho represented. Ho 
waa in favor of draining tho cily in tho 
best and cheape.st way, but not in tho ox- 
pensive w.ay pro[iuscd. 'J'he water-works 
wero cominoncoil wnmg, and would be a 
blunder until rectified, and he wuuld try 
to rectify it. He was also in favor of a 
revision of tho ta.xoa, aa it was unoqual 
and unjust to the poor man. The electric 
light was doliciont, and had never come 
up to the tost. It waa an ornament and 
not a useful article.

ant question was sewerage, but he thought 
flushing drains was sulhciont for yoara to 
come. The electric light needed enlarg- 
ing, and the assessment roll should be 
revised in order to equalize it and in- 
crease revenue.

Tho wator-worka should bo incre.aaed in 
capacity. Drake & Jackson's hill, if a 
just one, should be p?id. If he waa 
elected to represent them he would strive 
to serve their interests to the beat of his 
ability. 

Mr. Robert Ward said that although

nient roll. 

Mr. Geo. Welch said that he was in 
favor of better light, more water and 
would do his best. 

The chairman thanked the audience, 
who had given a patient and fair hearing 
to each candidate.

The asses.'^ment roll 
should bo fairly and equitably readjusted, 
and when that waa tlone they wuuld bo sur- 
prised at the incroaao in revenue. Ho was 
opposed to personal pru|)erty tax within 
thu city limits, as thoy had already to pay 
two taxes under that head. What derives 
benefit from tho iiuprovomunts made 
should be made to coutribulo to tho ta.'iea. 
Thu elaetrie light was not a success in its ; 
present state, but if he had the hunuu r | 
granted him of being elected as one of 
their ropreaonlativea, he wmild advocate a | 
fair light for all. With reference to tho ' 
water, there wero many houaea where 
they did not during the suninior months 
get a drop of water. He would support 
improvoniont with ecunoiny in thia mat- 
tor. With regard to auditing the city ac- 
couiita, ho thought it was impussiblo for 
an auditor to atrike ii balance sheet in tho 
time given. Thoy should be audited 
every month. Tho auditor should ho a 
thoronghly impartial man and he would 
vote for an auditor who should cnmmcnco 
his duties at once. If oloetod he would 
serve the people's interests in tho best 
manner possible. 

JOHNSON STUKKT WAKII. 
Mr. Joihua Davies said he must bo 
brief as there wero aeve-i other candi- 
dates for this ward. Ho would work for 
the general advancomont uf tho city and 
Johnson strnet ward in particular. Ho 
waa in favor of a revisiun uf real eatato 
for at present only S:!,000,000 were 
assessed when tho property sliuuld be 
ta.xed throu times that amount. The city 
clerk sluuilil be also the city hani.'.ter and 
thus save needleas expciiae from litiga- 
tion. The city lighting was bad and tho 
suburbs receiving the best porlimi of the 
light, and should ho improved and made 
the property of the city. Thu water- 
works waa capable of furnishing 1'_',,'>IK) 
people 40 gallons por head if tho present 
worka were run to their full capacity. 
Should a syatom of drainage ho entered 
on il would require a double capacity of 
tho water works. 

Mr. M. Huiubor waa next called and 
said that a great many promisea had been 
made about sewerage, but he thought ho 
would promiso them nuthiug. Sewerage 
waa talked of as coating §SUO,000;it would 
cost more like two million. He had boon 
before them previous to this and probably 
would again. It was useless to go to law 
in the way that hud been done about 
Drake & Jackson's bill. Tlio electric 
light waa tho best thoy ever hnd and only 
needed adding to to light up tho aiiburba. 
The water wurka wore quite aulllcieiit aa 
at [jroaent only the pipes were laid too 
near tho surface. Ho felt quite sure Tie 
would bo elected, and though there waa 
eight running in hia ward he thought ho 
would slip in at the head of tho poll. 

Mr. Wm. McKay said that with refor- 
eucc to the sewerage question lie w.aa nut 
guing to burrow one cent but let the peo- 
ple borrow it. Ue thought nothing would 
be dune further than pi eparnig plana thia 
year. He was in favor of incroasing tho 
light, and did not think it advisable to gu 
to law, and would if elected du as ho 
would for hia own buainesa. He would 
do Ilia best if elected. 

Mr. H. VV. Poarao said that he was go- 
inp; to represent his fellow citizens and ho 
would carry out if elected tho business of 
tho people as ho would his own. Sewer- 
age ho waa in favor of, and also fur revis- 
ing tho aaauaamont roll, and taxing those 
who contributed nothing to the improve- 
ment of the city. A proper and fair basis 
should bo struck. With reference to the 
water works ho thought to 8U|)])ly tho 
upporlovels it waa iiecusaary tohave a high 
level reservoir. Thero were men in this 
town who used from 20,000 tu liO.OOO gal- 
lone a day wdio only jjaid abuiit 50 or 
slightly more por month. The city engi- 
neer had calculated 500,000 gallons per 
month. It waa a disgrace to tho cily to 
spend money in tho reckless way that had 
been dtuie by tho [ireviuus council. The 
police should not be interfered with in 
their duty. Cleaning t be streets should 
be thoroughly demo. If elected he would 
do his duty and conscientiously do for 
them as ho would for hiiiiHclf. 

Mr. John Teague said that his luldress 
litid no doubt been real in the papers, but 
he wished tu make a few remarks. Ho 
thought tho houses should bo built in a 
way thnt would render them perfectly 
sanitary and sanitation carried out in a 
proper niiinner Sewerage he waa in 
favor of, but it was useless tu talk about 
the cost at [jresont; ho thought it would 
not cost ao inuch as had been stated, 
(ireat improvements could be made in 
tho water and light supply. He wimld bo 
in favor of taking over the oieetric light 
and getting hold of the gaa worka, if 
posaiblo. In reference to taxation, he 
thought it would bo wiao to tax lots in- 
stead of buildings, and if meau.s could bo 
devised for ta.xing abaentees ho would 
support it. Ho wuuld oppose any por- 
suiuil pioperty tax. He wuuld do all in 
his power fur thu ward, if elected, and 
the city geiuuHiUy. 

Mr. W. A. Robertson said that after .ill 
ho thought tho last ciniiicil had boon a 
pretty good one, nolwilhstauding the ad- 
verse criticism. The speaker went over 
the views which ho has been previously 
reported as holding. Ho waa willing to 
take his share of the blauio, if any was 
attached to tho present council. Cnun. 
Boyd was an Ishmimllte, for his hand 
seemed to be against every one. It waa 
tho duty of tho incoming cuuncil to re- 
vise tho aaaeasmont roll. Ha i;iiuw of a 
etvso wliero a piece of pru])erty was re- 
fused at a price of §30,000 aud was only 
taxed for §3,000. Thero was no difficulty 
in improving the light, and they had to 
keep it as a check on the gaa company. 
Tho rock crusher, aoworago and streets 
were variously referred to. Ho would 
vote for the contesting of Drake & Jack- 
son's bill to the end. Ho considered the 
reservoir system as aotually necessary, in 
caao of firo. Ue thanked them fur their 
attention and said that he would not 
solicit their votea, but leave it to their in- 
toUigoiice aa to whom they ahould elect. 

Mr. 11. Warner said that he appeared 
before them as an honest ratepayer, aud 
if elected would do his duty as a coun- 
cillor, and if not ho would still do his 
duty aa a oili/.en. It was lime the system 
of drainage from tho civio treasury to tho 
lawyers' pockets should bo stepped. He 
did not believe there was a necessity for 
an extenaive syatom of aowerago. Ho
